Mussolini's Body 


Taken Across Po? 


Rome, April 24—(AP)—A mys- 


terious telephone caller told the 
Milan newspaper Corriere Lom- 
bardo today that the body of 
Benito Mussolini, stolen from a 
grave in potter's field yesterday, 
has been spirited south across the 
river Po. 


The anonymous caller said: 
"This night at 3 o'clock Mus- 


solini's body has passed the Po 
river at Caorso." 


Caorso is near Piacenza. 
The nexx-spaper said the man 


was oeheved to be the same as 
the one who 'called it yesterday 
and declared "a body has been 
stolen from Magg'ore cemetery m 
Milan" 
The nexxspaper refused 


to believe the story until a com- 
munique three hours later told 
of the stealing of the remains of 
Mussolini. 


Meanwhile Minister of the In- 


tenor Giuseppe Romita ordered 
police to block all highways from 
Milan today in an effort to frus- 
trate any attempt to bring Mus- 
solini's exhumed body to Rome. 


Sajs Only One Man Knew 


Romita declared that "one man 


alone" knexv the exact location 
of the unmarke-l giavp in a Mi- 
lan pottei s field from xvhich the 
former Duce's remains were stolen 
yesterday. He declined, however, 
to identifv the m?n xvhile the in- 
vestigation still is under xvay. 


Milan police, reconstructing the 


theft of Mussolini's body, said 
the marauders had climbed txvo 
small fences to gam entrance to 
the rear of the cemetery. After 
uncovering the body they appar- 
ently dumped it into a sack and 
carried it to an automobile, which 
x\ as believed to have headed to- 
ward Galiarate, a small town 20 
miles distant.
